This is the 
caption of a story in the Marion (O.) 
Mirror relating to municipal owner-

1 rector, Win. C. Christian, as saying: 


"The city of Newark had a twenty 


year contract with a private corpora- 
tion which expired in 190C. The last 
few years conditions became almost 
unbearable, no extensions 
would be 


made, and the fire pressure became 
so low that we had a continual men- 
ace of a great conflagration. Several 
heavy fires were the result. , The city 
voted to build its 
own plant, and 


issued $300,000 in 
bonds 
to com- 


mence the work. We built for the fu- 
ture by installing large mains and a 
power station double the capacity of 
the old company. 


"We later issued $85,000 more bonds 


to extend the system, "(this was the 
greatest amount we could sell in any 
year.) 


"By a vote later we. issued 8300,000 


mere of bonds. After the major poi-- 
tioii of this amount had been expend- 
ed, we purchased the old plant for 
S7S.OOO, and 
consolidated 
them 
on 


October 1. 1910. They had- asked 
at 


one time $225,000; later the city had 
a vote to buy at ?200;000, which was 
defeated.

"The city has 'been more prosper- 


ous in operating the plant than the 
private company was. We have each 
year since 1910, extended the system 
farther into the 
outlying 
districts.
